OIL DRILLING 
AT PIGEON : 


Work in drilling for oil west of 
Wetaskiwin, which was discontinued 
last fall, has been resumed. On Wed- 
nesday last a drilling crew went to 
the well and are now engaged in mak- 
ing arrangements to push the work 
along with all possible haste. 

The drilling is being done by the 
Globe Drilling Comapny, who are the 
successors to the Mutual Oil and Gas 
Development Company, under whose 
management the original drilling 
was done. The company was re- 
cently re-organized and new capital 
was subscribed to carry on prospect- 
ing work both in the Pigeon Lake 
field and at Wainwright. The well at 
Pigeon Lake has been sunk to a 
depth of 1200 feet. When the well 
was opened up last week it was 
found in first class condition’ ,and 
the management is pleased to report 
that as soon as it was uncapped there 
was a flow of wet gas estimated at 
1,000,000 cubic feet per day. In view 
of the fact that the well gave forth 
wet gas last fall and the same con- 
tinued to flow this spring it is very 
reasonable to suppose future opera- 
tions will bring in a producing well. 

It is interesting to note that the log 
of the Pigeon Lake well runs simi- 
lar to the Wyoming and Montana 
areas. The drillers reported the first

accepted and naturally the first ques- 
tions asked ihe prospective host are 
“What about my car? How can I get 
into Canada without paying duty, and 
how long can J remain?” 

That there are few who are versed 
in customs laws in this connection is 
indicated by the Targe number of. re- 
quests for information being received 
by local customs offeinls, 
i synopsis of the most recent regu- 
fotions governing tourist traffic across 
the border follows: 


Therefore 


There are three classes of tourists 
provided for in the regulations, the 
twenty-four hour tourist, the thirty 
day tourist, and the six months’ tour- 
ist. 

The person who desires to eross the | 
border and to return within twenty: 
four hours is required only to report 
to the nearest customs house. Here 
he is registered inward and when he 
returns is reported out, and the trans: 
action is closed. This may be repeat: 
ed as often as desired. 


The tourist who desires to remain 
in Canada for a period not exceeding 
one month, is required to report to 
the nearest customs house on the 
frontier, and if the officer there is sat- 
isfied that the transaction is in good 
faith, he may grant to the tourist a 
permit card to expire thirty days from 
that date. 

No charge is made for this, nor is 
a bond required, If at the end of the 
thirty days the car is exported out of 
Canada (not necessarily at the same 
customs port) and the permit which

The tourist who desires to remain 
in Canada for a longer period than 
that provided for in the above class, 
Inuy do so by reporting to any cus- 
toms house in Canada, 
present his thirty day permit and 
have it extended for an additional 
five months,

the distance, a contented, independ- 
ent man, a leader in the community, 
and an authority on all points of ir- 
rigation farming.

Mr. Warner: I.am not going to say 
where we should draw the sine? but 
1 do say thet it would be dette for 
the lenders to take afrevsonable rate 
of anterest :atver than ask fer an os 
orbitant amount. When I was a young 
man I was. not blessed with much 
money; I was in pretty much the 
same position as my hon. friend who 
spoke a little while ago (Mr, Spence) 
I had often to borrow money from 
the banks and I know how difficult 
it was to meet théir conditions. In 
the state of Nebraska where I lived— 
and bankers are pretty much. alike 
all the world over—there was a legal 
rate of interest of 7 per cent, and on 
special contracts 10 per cent per an- 
num. The remarkable thing wag 
that when a man borrowed money 
the banker deducted from the sum he 
gave him an amount covering the 
first year’s interest. I can tell hon. 
gentlemen that it was not a_ very 
pleasant experience for me, for I 
have paid all the way from 10 per 
cent to 24 per cent; I have been ask- 
ed as high as 36 per cent, but I have 
never paid more than 24 per cent, al- 
though the bankers were operating 
under a law of the state of Nebraska 
that entitled them to 7 per cent inter- 
est when rate not specifed but with 
an interest of 10 per cent on special 
contracts. They circumvented the 
law, and I do not know that the bank- 
ers here would not do the same. I 
am not saying that they would; I do 
not know whether they would or not, 
I do not know whether we can regu- 
late the rate of interest by statute, 
but, if possible, it seems to me that 
it would be good business to do so, 
for if the money is not worth what 
our people are being charged fpr it 
the bankers themselves will suffer 
because after a while they are going 
to be like the darkey—they will be 
trying to do business Where there is 
no business available. 

Mr, Stevens: If parliament were to 
fix the rate of interest chargeable by 
banks at a moderate figure, would it 
not tend to drive the poor borrower 
into the hands of the rapacious

down the selling price of their pro- 
ducts, ‘reduce their manufacturing 
cost, squeeze the water out of their 
capital stock, /and get down to a real 
| valuation of their, actual operating 
capital. I do not care’ how much 
ane I might make on the transac- 
tion, no man could:sell me watered 
stock. I have had lots ®f opportuni- 
ties to buy watered stock in vari- 
ous companies, but I.am not out to 
make money in this way. I do not 
know how many of our manufacturing 
concerns have watered stock, but cer- 
tainly I am not in favor of such con- 
{cerns attempting to get a return on 
watered stock by means of charging 
thigh’ prices on a lessened turnover, 
‘which would be the result of their 
securing higher protection. 

There is just a question in my mind 
whether my advice in this respect 
would be absolutely sound. I admit 
this, because it is my opinion that our 
farm implement manufacturers al- 
ready have the power and ability to 
turn out more implements than Can- 
;ada would besable to’ buy, even at 
‘lower prices. To meet the situation 
‘these ‘manufacturers must be willing 
io do as we farmers have done; 
when we raise more wheat than we 
jcan sell for domestic consumption we 
}sell it in the world’s market and 
{take what we can get for it, and the 
‘price we obtain fixes the domestic 
price. I am well aware that our 
manufacturers ‘would hold up their 
hands in holy horror at such a sug- 
gestion. They say that they cannot 
do this. But they are already doing 
it. They are exporting their imple- 
ments and selling them for less than 
we can buy them in Canada. We have 
the price of our wheat at home set 
largely by the surplus that we export.

Mr. Sutherland: But they will not 
do it. Whet about the tariff on 
meat? 

Mr. Warner: I do not want to get 
into:a discussion on the tariff on 
meat. But it is not possible to help 
the farmers of this country by a tar- 
iff on butter or meat or anything of 
that kind, because we are going to 
raise more and more of those pro: | 
ducts and send them out to the world 
market, That will make the price on 


jJthe home market rather than the tar- 


iff having anything to do with it. 

With regard to the amendment, I 
would like to haye an opportunity to 
support some of the items mentioned 
in it ,although I[ think it will frighten | 
our protectionist friends and those; 
who are asking for protection on both 
sides of the house. I do not know 
that there are any of those in this 
group to the left; it is the only group 
that does not have protection in mind. 

Mr. Stevens: There are one or two 
of them there. 

Mr, Warner: I do not know about 
them. Now, I am not standing here 
and boasting of what I have, but IT 
am not a pauper, and. I want to say 
that I am absolutely in favor of in- 
creasing the income tax and using 
any money we have over to pay off 
our national debt. Where a man has 
an income of fair amount we know 
that there is a source of revenue, but 
if we impose large taxes on the smal- 
ler income of the man who has a fam- 
ily we are making it hard for them 
to get along. It is difficult to get 
money for business purposes when 
you have a very high income tax, but 
if those who have money in this 
country are patriotic they will put it 
into manufacturing. enterprises and 
thus help the country to go ahead, in- 
stead of hiding it away in their stock- 
ing. So I say we should get the 
money where it can be got, and we 
should ‘increase the income tax. I do 
not say that I want to see the in- 
come tax continually increased from 
time to time indefinitely, but we have 
a debt in this country that we have to 
pay, and we have to dig it out of this 
country, The money is not going to 
be sent in here to pay it. If yon take 
the money from the man who is able 
to pay iit will help pay our debt. I 
do not see how you are going to pay 
it unless you take it where it can be 
got. 

There is another tax I would like 
to heartily support, and that is the 
inheritance tax. The question is rais- 
ed whether the Dominion or the pro- 
vincial governments should impose, 
such a tax, but no matter in which 
field it lies, I think it would be a 
good way of raising money. If a man 
has raised a family in Canada and 
they are not able to take care of 
themselves, but are dependent on 
what money he has made during his

THE TRENCH SILO 


‘The. increasing attention given to 
mixed farming and consequently to 
the keeping of live stock, necessitet- 
ing as it does a plentiful supply of fod- 
der, has led to the trial and adoption 
of the trench silo, as a substitute for 
above-ground and pit silo construc- 
tion, The trench silo consists ‘simply 
of an excavation in which the cut up 
corn or other ensilage crop can be 
placed and consolidated. In a_ soil 
which when excavated can be made to 
hold the season’s water supply, it has 
been found comparatively easy to 
provide these requirements at a mini- 
mum of cost. 


The superintendent of the Domin- 
fon experimental station at Swift Cur- 
rent, Saskatchewan, describes in his 
report for last year a trench silo hav- 
ing a capacity of 150 tons. The di- 
mensions given are 80 feet long, 9 
feet deep, and 14 feet wide. The ex: 
cavation isso located and designed 
the entire work was done with teams 
with a horse and stone boat, and fed 
to cattle in nearby corrals, Almost 
the entire work wsa done with teams 
and scrapers,. hand work being requir: 
ed only to smooth down the sides, 
which are practically perpendicular, 
In the process of excavation, both 
ends were sloped so as to allow the 
teams ploughing and scraping to go 
in and out without difficulty.
